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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 04/08/04 has been entered. 

2. The rejection of claims 13-19 & 49 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
new matter is withdrawn due to the amendment of the claims. 

3. The rejection of claims 13-19 & 49 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jat 
(US Patent 5,688,692) in view of Gard et al. is withdrawn due to the amendment of the claims. 

4. Claims 13 & 49 are allowed. 

5. Claims 15, 17 & 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 4/08/04 have been fully considered but they are not deemed 
to be persuasive. 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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8. Claims 14, 16 & 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is ambiguous what metes and bounds are encompassed by the recitation of 
"differentiating conditions" in that no "effective amount of a[ny] factor" is recited in these 
claims, and in which the "differentiating conditions", and glial cell types produced, differ in each 
of these claims. 

It is suggested that incorporating the claim 15 into claim 14, claim 17 into claim 16, and 
claim 19 into claim 18 would obviate this rejection. Alternatively, the record needs to be 
clarified on where such "differentiating conditions" are described using a closed-ended definition 
within the specification.
